SUBJECT: Lumber 


Attached is a summary by States and Regions of the distribution 
of lumber through issuance of Farmer's Lumber Certificates during 
the second quarter of 1945. 


A total amount of 76,000,000 board feet of AA-2 lumber and. 326,000,000 
poard feet of AA-8 lumber was available for distribution by County Com 
mittees during the second quarter of 1945. Of these amounts, 50,923,054 
board feet of AA-2 and 286,395, 2G@ board faet of AA-3were issued, which 
respresents 67.0 and 84.5 percent, respectively. 


Some of the lumber reports submitted for the period July 1 through 
July 26, 1945, show issuance of lumber certificates for new farmhouse 
construction or farmhouse remodeling, the cost of which comes within 
the L-41 exemption. In view of this, attention is called to Section t 
of page 2 of Special Services Memorandum 217, dated June 13, 1945, 
which reads as follows, "Issuance of Farmer's Lumber Certificates. 
Beginning July 1, Committees may no longer issue Farmer's Lumber Cer- 
tificates for lumber to be used in new farmhouse construction or re- 


modeling, the cost of which comes within the L-41 exemption. ...cssee 


eecccccccccevecceee AAA Committees may céntinue to issue certificates 
for farmhouse maantenance and repaty within the $1,000 exemption.”

Amendment 1 to SPB Reg. 7 (See page 9119 of Federal Register for July 24, 
1945) substituted the term "Secretary of Agriculture” for the term "War Food 
Administrator," provided for a report on each veteran's application rejected 
in its entirety, and required filing with the Board of copies of all instruc- 
tions and forms issued in furtherance of the provisions of SPB Reg. 7. 
Amendment 1 does not affect the field operating procedure contained in Special 
Services Memorandum-225, The reports, copies of instructions, etc., will be filed 
with the Board by SWPC and the AAA office at Washington, D0, 


Amendment 2 to SPB Reg. 7 (see page 9886 of Federal Register for 
August 9, 1°45) changes SPB Reg. 7 as follows: 


1, Removes aircraft and aircraft parts from the list of excluded 
property ; 


2. Authorizes Smaller War Plants Corporation to purchase not more than 
one airplane for resale to any one veteran; 


3, Authorizes Smaller War Plants Corporation to purchase surplus property 
up to $2500 in value, as determined by the disposal agencies’ sales 
prices, for resale to a veteran regardless of whether the veteran 
has purchased, or intends to purchase, an airplane. 


Amendment 2 outlined above makes it possible for a veteran to procure an air- 
plane under the provisions of SPB Reg. 7, provided the airplane will be useful 
to the veteran's enterprise and the type of plane desired is available. The 
veteran may purchase up to $2500 worth of other surplus property in addition to 
an airplane, Airplane parts procured under SPB Reg. / are chargeable against 
the $2500-limtation, 


In preparing the final forms on which the Smaller War Plants Corpor- 
ation will prepare reports for use by the Surplus Property Board, the order 
of listing the reasons for rejecting a veteran's application was changed over 
that previously agreed upon. This causes a change in the code numbers repre- 
senting the reasons for rejection as listed under the section entitled 
Noertification of Application," page 2 of Special Services Memorandum 225,

SUBJECT: Discontinuance of the Crawler Tractor Program 


This memorandum supersedes Special Services Memorandums 162, 189, 
and ele, , relative to the crawler tractor program.’ 


Order i- 192, which controlled distribution of crawler tractors, was 
revoked by the war Production Board on August 20, 1945. Since it is no 
longer necessary to file applications for crawler tractors, the crawler 
tractor program is discontimed. Crawler tractor applications in 
Washington, £.C., at the time Order L-192 was revoked are being returned 
directly to the applicants by the War Production Board. Applications on 
file in the State and county offices should be returned to the applicant 
with a notation to the effect that War Production Board releases are no 
longer required. . 


WPB-1319 releases which have been placed with manufacturers are 
valid through September 30, 1945. It is the manufacturer's responsibility 
to honor releases through September 30 in the order they are received. 
That responsibility is removed on October 1, since WPB-1319 releases will 
hot’ be. in effect on and after that date.

SUBJECT: Surplus Property Board Regulation 3 — Discontinuance of 
Surplus Truck Program 


Surplus Property Board orders issued under SPB Reg. 3, requiring the Depart— 
ment of Commerce to set aside trucks for specified areas, have been 
discontinued and all dealers who now own trucks which were procured under 
SPB Reg. 5 have been released from the obligations imposed on them by that 
Regulation. 


As a result of the above-stated action, the Surplus Truck Program as outlined 
in Special Services Memorandums <1l, 228, and &32, is discontinued, 
effective August & 5, 1945, and 


(1) No additional AAA certificates are to be issued to farmers or 
farmers' cooperative associations; 


(2) Farmers and farmers' cooperative associations may purchase 
trucks which dealers procured under SPB Reg. 3 without 
presenting AAA certificates to the dealers; 


(3) Dealers may sell any trucks procured under SPB Reg. 3 to 
any person; 


(4) Until further notice, no further action will be taken by 
AAA liaison representatives, or county and State committees, 
with reference to the operational procedures contained in 
Special Services Memorandums 211 (Part II), 228, and 232. 


Should it be found necessary to apply the provisions of SPB Reg. 3 to farm 
machinery and equipment, Special Services Memorandums 211, 228, and 232 will 
be revised to the extent necessary. 
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
